At the end of the meeting the Chairman asked those members present (6 in total) 
to go away and think about the various options and that a resolution would be 
passed at the next Parish Meeting on Wednesday 22 February. I sincerely hope 
that the Resolution will be to spend more time investigating the pros and cons 
of all three ontions and to involve the electorate of the village in their 
decision making. I know that I would need to seek advice from experts in 
these fields before being able to come to a sensible decision and I sincerely 
hope that the members of the Parish Council also feel the need to seek further 
advice before making irrevocable decisions. 


{am sure that there are people in the village who could make a valuable 
‘contribution to this debate if they are allowed to participate. The Parish 
Council is an elected body who act on our behalf, but surely over an item of 
such importance which could have such far reaching consequences for future 
generations this issue should be put to open debate. I am sure that such 
action would create considerable goodwill and help to allay some of the worries 
of the residents.

CHURCH BLECTORAL ROLL (reprinted from Church Notice) 

There is some confusion as to what the Church lectoral Roll is and how it is 
made up. It is maintained in every parish by authority of Synogical Governmen. 
Measure 1969. It ig the besis of most Church statistics. If a parishioner's 
name is not on this Roll he/she cannot vote at any Church government meeting, 
nor can he/she be elected to the Parochial Church Council or any Synod. 

A parishioner is entitled to have his/her name entered on the Roll if he/she 

a. is baptised 

b. is a member of the Church of Ingland, or of a Church in communion with the 
Church of ingland. 

c. is of sixteen years or upward. 

d. is resident in the wrish or has habitually attended public worship in the 
parish during a period of six months prior to enrolment. 

e. has signed the prescribed form of application. 

The initiative should come from an individual to have his/her name entered on 
the Roll. The Tlectoral Roll Officer for this parish is currently Ted Johnson 
who keeps a supply of prescribed application forms.

WHAT ON WOULD BE LIXSLY fO Se ON TH! DENDINGTON/AYNHO ROAD AROUND 1912 
by Bernard Bowerman 


One person for sure woul’ be the local roadman. Tach had a length of road to 
keep tidy, repair pot holes, mow grass verses with scytho, trim edges of verges, 
scrape mud from road in winter. At first the granite came in large lumps and 
had to be broken down to 4 inch size which were then spread on the road and 
covered by a layer of soil, then watered with a horse drawn water cart with a 
sprey on the back, then steom-rolled in. 11 treffic wes drawn by horse, or the 
occasional donkey. 


No fast lanes, which svited me. Postmen from Deddington, Aynho and Souldern 
brought and fetched mail to the railway three times a day. Souldern postmen 
walked along the footpath to Aynho Station. On Tuesday, one would meet droves 
of sheep or@ttle from the sele yard at Aynho Station. There would be loads of 
coal, hay or straw or tvo three- horse teams haulins trees to the station. 
Plenty of bikes and walkers. nildren played in the streets quite safely. There 
was one car, owned by Dr Jones of Deddington, which was very noisy. It seemed 
to go at an enormous svecd =~ probably 25 miles an hour. ‘There would be coaches 
(called flys) and wagonettes meeting trains; also pedlars selling clothes pegs 
and haberdashery, and ccllecting mgs or rabbit skins. Some would tell your 
fortune free. None came truc.
